UN men complain 
of pressure 
from Syria

ROSH PINA. — UN. personnel 
manning the buffer zone in the Golan 
Heights have coniplained to newsmen 
thet they are being forced to let the 
Syrians use U.N. observation posts 
inside the buffer zone. 

They said yesterday that the 
Syrians are also insisting that the 
U.N. carry out additional inspections 
inside the Israeli 2% km. limited ar- 
Maments zone. At present these are 
carried out once a week. 

‘These complaints follow the blow- 
ing up earlier this week of an Israel 
stronghold inside the buffer zone at 
the request of the Syrians. It was 
learned yesterday that U.N. Sec- 
vetary-General Burt Waldheim had 
personally ordered that the Syrian 
requeat be carried out, 

U.N, officers in the Golan Heights 
expressed their fears that the con- 
tinued application of Syrian pressure 
may lead to renewed tension. 

U.N. headquarters in Damascus 
have meanwhile warned the Syrians 
not to attempt any faits accomplis 
in the Mount Hermon area. U.N. 
forces commander Gen. Ensio Siilas~ 
vuo reportedly told the Syrians that 
any attempt to take over the Mount 
Hermon stronghold evacuated by 
Austrian troops last month “will be 
regarded as an act against the U.N. 
peace force.”

Rabin: Too much stress on Jewish 
lobby in U.S. harmful to Israel

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin advised 
Israelis not to talk too much about 
{88 power of the Jewish lobby 
the US. Too much stress 
here on Jewish pressure in Wash- 
ington, will finally boomerang, 
he warned. 

Mr. Rabin was answering ques- 
tions posed him by twelfth graders 
at the Mann Auditorium here yes- 
terday. 

He argued that an exaggeration 
of the potential influence of Jewish 
pressure on American policy-makers 
and the view that American policy 
towards Israel is mouided solely by 
the Jewish lobby, is first of all 
harmful to IsraeL 

“This ig not why the U.S. sup- 
ports us. There are in- 
terests involved which happen to 
coincide with our own. Cooperation 
depends on rautual interests and 
understanding, and not on pres- 
sure,” the Prime Minister asserted. 

He said that the statements made 
by General George Brown regard- 
ing excessive Jewish influence in 
‘Washington may well be the result 


of too much talk here dbout the 
Jewish lobby. 

“General Brown probably helped 
Israel during the last war more 
than anyone else. Statements such 
as his are only helped by our own 
lack of wisdom. It is time we put 
an end to our provincialism and 
made a more realistic appraisal of 
world affairs,” Mr. Rabin said. 

The Prime Minister then Jaunched 
a sharply worded attack on the 
press, singling out Israel Broad- 
casting for its handling of PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat's appearance 
in the UN He contended that re- 
cent disturbances in .the adminis- 
tered territories were blown up out 
of all proportion by the press, and 
that Israel TV made an exceptional 
effort to publicize the terror chief's 
UN speech. 

“Jordanian TV ignored it al- 
together, but our television befud- 
died the whole Middle East with 
it for a whole halt hour. I don’t 
know if it thereby fulfilled its na- 
tional duty.”

Three more 
days in space 
for cosmonauts 


MOSCOW (Reuter). The two 
cosmonauts orbiting aboard Soyuz-16 
have tested the docking mechanism 
which will be used in next year's 
U.S.-Soviet space Hnkup, Tass News 
Agency said yesterday. 

The test was carried out on the 
third day of their flight on Wednes- 
day. Tass said the first half of their 
flight had been completed — a rare 
disclosure, as the Russians rarely 
Indicate the planned duration of 
thelr space missions.

Sartre puts in plea 
for German bombers 


STUTTGART (AP). French 
Philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre met 
on Wednesday with the jailed co- 
leader of the anarchist Baader- 
Meinhof gang emi said he sympa- 
thized with him “because he has 


- tried to change society.” 


The gnome-lke Sartre, 69, had 
shuffled into a nearby prison to 
meet Andreas Baader, co-leader of 
@ gang whose wave of bombings 
feft seven dead in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s. When Sartre re- 
emerged he described the gang’s 
activities as political acts and not 
the work of criminala — although 
the gang’s violent acts themselves 
were “politically irrelevant" since 
they could not lead to essential 
change in society. 

Sartre celled the conditions under 
which Baader told tim he was 
being held — with the light on 24 
hours a day — " Sc torture.” 
The prisoner had looked “very thin 
and, nervous,” as a result of a hun- 
ger strike now in its S4th day. 
Sartre appealed to intellectuals to 
form a defence committee for the 


gang.

Kremlin aims for Western technology plus Mideast oil

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
considers that the Kremlin bas two 
basic aims: to exploit Western re- 
sources and technology m order to 
ameliorate their people's poor Hy- 
ing standards, and to take over oil 
sources in order to intensify their 
influence and domination through- 
out the world, but primarily over 
Europe, Japan and indirectly over 
the U.S. thereby achieving a tren- 
chant bargaining position in the 
super-power game. 

As for the U.S. the Minister 
said he believes that the energy 
question had taken top priority 
because of the raging inflationary 
wage that elsewhere washed away 
governments and endangered the 
future of democracy, and also 
weakened America’s world position. 
He said he appreciated American 
anxiety over rising unemployment, 
and the desire to put the economy 
back on 8 sound footing. 

The two super-powers, he said, 
are in confrontation in the Middle 
East in matters that are economic 
im nature — arms, money and poli- 
tical support. ; 
᾿ Mr.--Peres’ views “were oittlitied 
ina lecture to senior officers deli- 
vered a few days ago and released 
for publication this morning. 
The Defence Minister said he was 
extremely gratified at the rate of 
the army’s recovery and build-up, 
and the high quality of its com- 
manders and soldiers.

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA. — Avia- 
tion officials said yesterday all 191 
persons aboard died when a Dutch 
airliner packed with Moslem pil- 
grims crashed “in a huge ball of 
fire." It was the second worst air 
disaster in history, after the crash 
last March of 8. Turkish jumbo 
near Paris in which 346 persons 
died. 

A team of Dutch aviation ex- 
perts flew to Sri Lanka (formerly, 
Ceylon) yesterday to investigate 
the fiery crauh of the Martin Air 
DCS Wednesday night while ap- 
proaching fog-shrouded Colombo

The Sri Lanka Civil Aviation 
Department said all 154 passengers 
and seven crew members died when 
the chartered jet smashed into the 
side of a mountain some 100 kms. 
east of the airport. 

Villagers told rescue teams they 
“heard a sound like an earth- 
quake," and then a “giant fireball 
7611 from the sky.” 

The rescue teams reported find- 
ing the aircraft broken into tiny 
pieces over ἃ wide area. Troops 
and police cordoned off the crash 
site. 

All 184 passengers aboard the fal- 
Jen airliner were Indonesian, and 
all but two of them were pilgrims 


travelling to Mecca on the annual 
Haj (pilgrimage). The seven crew 
members — two pilote, a flight- 
engineer and four stewardesses — 
were Dutch. 

The crash was the second in two 
years to mar the Haj, Last year 
176 pilgrims died in a Boeing 707 
bringing them back from Mecca to 
Nigeria. History's worst air disas- 
ter was the crash last March of a 
Turkish jumbo jet near Paris that 
killed 346 persons. 

An Indonesian team left for 
Colombo yesterday to take part in 
the investigation. President Suharto 
called the crash a great national 
tragedy for Indonesia, which, with 
@ population of about 120m, is the 
largest Moslem nation in the world. 

Martin Schroeder, the charter air- 
Hne’s president, flew with Dutch 
Government aviation officials from 
The Hague to Colombo early yes- 
terdey to investigate the crash. 

“We were informed that just 
after the aircraft was given per- 
mission to go down from 8,000 to 
2,000 feet in the landing procedure, 
a huge ball of fire was noticed," 
Schroeder sald. “We do nat know, 
but we presume this ball of fire 
marked the impact when the air- 
craft crashed.

Director-General, Sir Julian Huxley 
— state that “the ‘technical’ nature
